
VA Education Benefits 

Montgomery GI Bil - Active Duty - (Chapter 30) Honorably 
discharged veterans who entered active duty after 07/01/85 and 
participated in the pay reduction program. Check with VA Office. 

Montgomery GI Bill - Selected Reserve / Guard - (Chapter 1606)  

Reserve Education Assistance Program (REAP) - (Chapter 
1607) Reservists or National Guard Members, who enlisted, re-
enlisted or extended an enlistment in the Selected Reserve or 
National Guard for a period of 6 years after 10/01/90. 1607 is 
payable if reservist meets consecutive active duty wartime 
service. Check with VA Office.  

Post Vietnam Era Veterans Educational Assistance Program 
– (Chapter 32) Those entering active duty between 01/01/77 and 
06/30/85 and contributed toward the VEAP benefit. Check with 
VA Office.  

Post-9/11 Program - (Chapter 33) Honorably discharged veteran 
who served at least 90 aggregate days or 30 days and discharged 
with a service-connected disability after 09/10/01.  

Survivors and Dependents Educational Assistance Program - 
(Chapter 35) A child or spouse of a veteran who died of a 
service-connected disability or has a total disability permanent in 
nature as a result from a service-connected disability.
